It was reported that at pre- 
sent there was a balance on hand 
of over $125 but that it should 
be kept well ahead of the need in 
case of emergency. 

A dance is planned to raise ad- 
ditional funds and will be held 
i nthe U.F.A. hall, Crossfield on 
Boxing Day, December 26, Mr. 
McCool anounces.

a representative group of citi- 
zeris who expressed the feeling 
that the entire community was 
in hearty favor of the effort. 
’ The council of the Village of 
Crossfield has stated its inten- 
tion to make a donation to the 
fund and this will probably be 
passed at the next meeting of 
the councillors and mayor.

TALK UNION 
IN ONTARIO 


Rumor Hepburn Offer- 
ing Conservatives 3 
Cabinet Posts 


TORONTO, Dec. 16.—While re- 
ports have been current around the 
Ontario legislative buildings that 
the Conservative opposition would 
sponsor a move to extend the legis- 
lature term to avert a provincial 
election next year, Col. George A. 
Drew, Conservative leader, said to- 
day no arrangement has been made 
for him to take this action. 

Col. Drew commented ‘naturally, 
before anything of this nature 
would be contemplated, I would dis- 
cuss it with members of the party.” 

He added: “Elections are an un- 
justifiable expense and create un- 


necessary public disturbance at a- 


time when our effort should be de- 
voted to winning the war.” 

There have also been reports the 
opposition, if negotiations were 
concluded with the Hepburn gov- 
ernment, might agree to a coalition 
administration for duration of the 
war. These reports said the Con- 
servatives might agree to a coalition 
with three of their members in the 
cabinet, 

Col. Drew made no comment on 
this possibility. 

Questioned about a report he 
might be drafted by Ottawa for a 


wartime post, the Conservative 
leader replied “I know nothing 
about it.”

Your 
whole-hearted help is needed in this price control plan. 
If every woman does her part, it cannot fail. 


Its success will be a big step on the road to victory. 
Its failure would be a serious blow to our war effort. 
You can tip the balance towards success. 

Will you, then, undertake to make the successful 
control of commodity prices an established fact? We 
know you will. And we know that when you undertake 
this task it is as good as done. 


This is the work you are asked to do 


1. Make a list of commodities 

We want you to sit down today and make a list of the 
things you-buy from week to week and from month to month. 
Write down food and clothing items in particular, because 
these account for the biggest share of your expenditures. But 
we want you to list those articles you buy at the drug store, 
hardware store,’and other stores, too. 


2. Make notes about quality : 

Now go over your list again and mark down the necessary 
details about quality, type, grade and size. Then when making 
furure purchases you will be able to compare values as well 
as prices.

Prices May be Different in Different Stores 


There has always been a difference in prices in different 
stores—even stores in the same locality. This may depend 
on the kind of service the store gives, or the way it oper- 
ates. Some stores, for instance, have delivery service, give 
credit, or provide other extra services. 


Under the new Price Ceiling Order there will still be 


differences in price at different stores. The new price 


regulations will not do away with competition. The high- 
est prices in any particular store must not.be higher than 
the highest prices in force, im shat store during the period 


September 15 to October 11. They may be a little lower 
or a little higher than the pfices in other stores. 


The prices you will mark down will be the highest 
prices charged at the store where you shop.

3. Write down prices 
After each item we want you to write down, if you can, the 
highest price charged at your store during the pie September 
15 to October 11, 1941. If you cannot remember the prices Soe am 
during that period, fill in your list with today's prices. C 
survey shows that retailers, with few exceptions, are keeping 
ices well within the ‘‘ceiling’’ levels. As exceptions are 
ing discovered they are being quickly brought into line. 


4. Keep this list —use it when you buy! 

Make up this price list neatly and accurately. You will 
not be able to get all the items at once. Keep adding to your 
list from day to day. Make it your permanent check lise— 
your personal safeguard against any further rise in prices. 


A Few Points to Remember 


1. The ceiling price is not necessarily the price you 
paid. It is the highest price at which the store sold the 
particular item between September 15 and October 11. 

2. A merchant may reduce his prices for sales or other 
reasons—he may also raise them provided they do not go 
above the ceiling price. 

3. Variations in seasonal prices on fresh fruits and 
vegetables are panies, Rulings on seasonal markets will 
be announced from time to time by the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Bogrd in newspapers and over the radio. 

4. Fill out your price list without bothering your mer- 
chant. In many cases he is making a financial sacrifice to 
‘sell under the price ceiling. The war has left him short- 
staffed and the Christmas rush is on.

For Week k Ended Dec. 
12 Figure Is 4,183- 
113 Bushels 


OTTAWA, Dec. 16.—The Domin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics reported to- 
day overseas export clearance of 
Canadian wheat totalled 4,183,113 
bushels in the deek ended Dec, 12 
compared with 1,480,527 the corre- 
sponding week last year. Exports in 
the 19 weeks ended Dec. 12 totalled 
54,081,999 bushels compared with 
34,927,663 in the same period last 
year. 

Wheat receipts. in the prairie 
provinces in the week ended Dec. 12 
totalled 6,998,186 bushels compared 
with 7,148,256 the previous week and 
9,693,336 the same week last year. 
Receipts by provinces. with figures 
for the same week last year in 
brackets: Manitoba 1,629,949 (1,151,- 
339); Saskatchewan 2,720,979 (4,- 
718,412); Alberta 2,647,258 (3,823,585).

PEACE RIVER 
CROPS POOR 


Experience Worst 
Harvesting in 
Country's History

Loss “in the millions” to farm- 
ers in the Peace River area is ex- 
pected this year as a result of the 
worst harvesting conditions in the 
country’s history, L. D. Nesbitt, 
publicity director of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool says. 


An average yield of 21 bushels per 
acre had been estimated during the 
summer by the wheat pool as an 
average for the 275,000-acre wheat 
area, Mr. Nesbitt said. But rainy 
weather forced farmers to leave 15 
percent of their wheat and 20 per- 
cent of their oats uncut. 

George Chard of Grande Prairie, 
wheat pool superintendent for the 
Peace River district, was in Calgary 
and reported that even much of the 
crop which was cut is still stooked 
in the fields and the country is 
covered with a foot of snow. 

Mr. Chard said there were only 
three days during September on 


which rain did not fall and the | 


area had its first snowfall Aug. 28. 

Until then the prospects had 
been for the best harvest in the 
country’s history, but persistent 
wet weather stopped everything. 

Virtually no dry wheat had been 
threshed and much was lost in 
harvesting ing operations. 


MAY SUBSIDIZE 
DAIRY FARMS 


OTTAWA, Dec. 16—A plan to 
subsidize dairy farmers to keep re- 
tail milk prices at present levels and 
allow higher returns for the pro- 
ducer is understood to be in process 
of formation by the dairy products 
branch of the Wartime Prices and 

Board. 

Board officials said they had 
nothing to announce on the plan 
but agreed some such action might 
be necessary to maintain the price 
ceiling and protect the producer.
